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Saddam 
urged to 
pardon son 

BAGHDAD, Nov 25. ( AP): The 
father of the presidential 
bodyguard who President Sad- 
dam Hussein said was killed by 
bis son Odai has asked the Iraqi 
leader to pardon his son, state- 
controlled newspapers said yes- 
terday. 

In a letter published in all 
government dailies, Hana Gegeo 
asked the Iraqi President to call 
off a judicial investigation 
ordered earlier this week to 
determine how his son Kamel 
died. 

“We appeal to you to stop the 
investigation so that we, together 
with an other Iraqis will emerge 
once again victorious against ill- 
intentioned (people) and those 
who try to fish in the troubled 
waters," Gegeo said in the letter. 

Saddam, in a letter carried by 
the state media on Monday, 
ordered Justice Minister Akram 
Abdul Qader AJ Douri to inves- 
tigate the killing. A1 Douri on 
Tuesday appointed a three- 
member committee of judges to 
cany out the investigation, the 
official Iraqi News Agency said. 

Shooting 

Saddam's letter said Kamel 
Gegeo, a Christian and trusted 
bodyguard, was slain Oct 18 
after shooting his gun in a private 
villa near the presidential palace. 

In a dispute when Gegeo 
refused to stop, Odai hithimover 
the head with a bat, the 
President’s letter said. Gegeo 
died later in the hospital. 

Odai, 25 and the eldest of the 
President’s five children, tried to 
commit suicide after hearing that 
Gegeo died and was himself hos- 
pitalised before beingjailed three 
days later, Saddam's letter said. . 

The Iraqi leader said Odai 
tried to commit suicide on two 
other occasions while in prison 
but his life was again saved by 

doctors. 

Hana Gegeo called the killing 
of his son "an act of fate and the 
will of God which could not have 
been avoided.” . m 

“It was an hour of Inal, 
Gegeo said in his letter. "Let God 
ana history be witnesses that we 
have passed this trial."

Israeli jets blast 
Lebanese 
militia positions 


SIDON, Nov 25, (Reuter): 
Israeli jets pounded Lebanese 
militia positions in Lebanon 
today killing at least five peo- 
ple and wounding 1 3, as rival 
Shiite gunmen fought in the 
streets of West Beirut 

In two successive raids, three 
Israeli warplanes protected by 
two others, fired eight rockets at 
positions of the Lebanese Sunni 
Muslim Popular Liberation 
Army (PLA) which controls 
Sidon. 40 km (25 miles) south of 
Beirut. 

The PLA said the raids were 
aimed at PLA military positions 
in an attempt to destroy them but 
also hit densely populated 

residential ar rac 

Rescuers pulled at least four 
PLA fighters from under the nib- 
ble of a two-storey buOding hit in 
the raid, a PLA statement said. 

“Fighters trapped under rub- 
ble could be heard moaning as 
their comrades tried to save 
them," a witness said. 

Security 

Explosions echoed across 
Sidon and clouds ofblack smoke 
rose over the targets, witnesses 
said. Ambulances and fire trucks 
raced to the area. 

Security sources said that 
among the 13 wounded were 
three children and five PLA figh- 
ters. 

First reports identified the tar- 
gets as Palestinian but security 
and military sources later confir-

med the attacks were on PLA 
position in the A1 Nafia area near 
Sidon. 

Israeli drones carrying out 
post-raid reconnaissance flights 
over the bombed area met a hail 
of anti-aircraft fire from PLA 
positions. 

The attack was the first by 
Israeli jets this year on PLA posi- 
tions. They normally target 
Palestinian strongholds in the 
area. 

Witnesses said today’s raids, 
Israel’s 25th on Lebanon this 
year, blasted at least six bomb 
craters in the ground and demoli- 
shed part of a main highway. 

Controls 

In Tel Aviv, an Israeli Army 
spokesman said Israeli planes 
attacked “terrorist" positions 
north of Sidon and returned 
safely to base after destroying 
their targets, including a large 
ammunition depot. 

At least 87 people have been 
killed in Israeli air strikes on 
Lebanon this year. 

Israel’s last raid, on Tuesday, 
hit Palestinian targets outside the 
refugee camps on Ain AJ Hilweh 
and Miyeh Miyeh near Sidon, 
killing six people and wounding 
seven. 

The PLA controls Sidon while 
Pales tinian guerrillas command 
refugee camps and other bases 
southeast of the city. 

Ain AJ Hilweh and Miyeh 
Miyeh house an estimated 80,000 
Palestinian refugees and are the 


main bastion in Lebanon for 
fighters loyal to PLO leader Y as- 
set Arafat. 

Explosions and the screams of 
women and children fleeing 
crossfire wracked the southern 
suburbs and Muslim West Beirut 
as rival gunmen fought today, 
wounding at least 18 people, 
security sources said. 

Six people were killed in da- 
shes yesterday.

1,800 dowry 
deaths in India 
last year 

NEW DELHI, Nov 25, (Reuter): 
Nearly 1,800 Indian brides were- 
murdered last year, many burned 
alive, because they failed to bring 
enough dowry into their 
marriage. Parliament was told 
yesterday. 

Home Affairs Minister of 
State P. Chidambaram said 
dowry deaths soared 36 per cent 
to 1, 786 in 1987, up from l,319in 
1986 and 1,000 in 1985. 

Demanding a dowry as a con- 
dition of marriage was outlawed 
in 1961 but remains common. 

Usual 

Women’s groups say offkaal 
figures understate the real num- 
ber of cases where a bride’s hus- 
band or his family conspire to kfll 
or drive her to suicide when their 
cash demands are rejected. 

Many are burned alive after 
being doused in kerosene, the 
usual household cooking fuel, to 
disguise the death as an accident. 


400th protest 

TOKYO, Nov 25, (AP): Atomic 
bomb survivors and other Hiro- 
shima residents held their 400th 
protest today against nuclear tes-. 
ting, participants and city 
officials said. 

- About 150 people took part in. 
the silent hour-long demonstra- 
tion in the city’s peace memorial 
park protesting nuclear tests this 
week by France and the Soviet 
Union, said Ichiro Moritald, a 
leader of the protest.

Terri told reporters he would 
return later in the day with the 
passport of Mahmoud Darwish, 
the Palestinian poet who is also 
an executive committee member. 

“They told me I should just 
leave the papers and call back.” 
he added. Asked if he expected a 
response from the US adminis- 
tration today, he said, "I might 
gel an answer." 

Richard Undeland, public 
affairs officer at the US embassy 
said Arafat’s and the other 
applications have been referred 
to Washington for a decision,

State Department spokesman

Israeli paratroopers 
jailed for rampage 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov 25, (AP): Twenty-one 
paratroopers were sentenced to 
up to two weeks in jail for smash-, 
ing cars and house windows dur- 
ing a rampage in a Palestinian 
refugee camp, the Army said 
today.

GENEVA, Nov 25, (Agencies): 
The International Committee of 
the Red Cross today was in con- 
tact with both Iran and Iraq to 
resolve a controversy that 
marred the start of the first major 
exchangeofprisoners since fight- 
ing ended on Aug 20 in the eight- 
year-old war. 

Both sides had sent back yes- 
terday less than half the daily 
number envisaged under an 
accord they signed with the 
ICRC early this month during 
the latest round of their UN- 
mediated Gulf talks. 

The ICRC spoke of a "set- 
back” but a spokesman. Juerg 
Bischof, said that the human- 
itarian organisation remained 
hopeful that it would not jeopar- 
dise the object of the accord 
which provides for the return of 
all sick and wounded prisoners 
by the end of the year. 

Responsible 

He said Red Cross delegates in 
Baghdad and Tehran are in 
touch with the responsible 
officials in the capitals and other 
contacts were made through 
diplomatic channels in an effort 
to smooth out "differences of 
interpretation” that arose. 

Bischof said plans to continue 
the exchange tomorrow were 
unchanged. "We hope that this 
time the numbers of returnees 
will be as planned." Under the 
terms of the accord. IIS Iraqis 
and 41 Iranians were to be 
repatriated on flights scheduled 
daily except today, during the 
next two weeks. 

Only 52 Iraqi and 19 Iranian 
prisoners of war were flown 
home yesterday aboard a 1CRC- 


chartered jetliner. Iran said 56 of 
those picked for the first flight 
had sought or were already gran- 
ted political asylum, and that 
another 27 had completely 
recovered so that they would no 
longer meet the criteria for 
repatriation. 

Iraq accused Iran of reneging 
on the accord. It reacted by 
reducing the number of Iranians 
sent borne. 

Iraq said it deliberately 
reduced the number of Iranian 
POWs sent to Tehran in retalia- 
tion for alleged "cheating" by 
Iran. An Iraqi Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said the government 
had been expecting 115 Iraqi 
POWs to be repatriated in the 
initial exchange, but Iran retur- 
ned only 52. 

"Out of the principle of 
reciprocity, Iraq wall hand over 
in this batch 19 Iranian POWs 
instead of 41 and will continue to 
pursue the same policy," said the 
spokesman in a dispatch by the 
official Iraqi News Agency mon- 
itored in Kuwait. 

The spokesman accused Iran 
of "cheating and blackmail in 
dealing with the POW issue." 
and urged the international com- 
munity "to pressure Iran" to 
move forward. 

Under the accord, both sides 
have pledged that registration of 
all other disabled prisoners by 
the ICRC can start on Dec 5. 
“We have no reason to assume 
that this date will be changed," 
Bischof said. These POWs arc tc- 
be repatriated by Dec 31. The 
ICRC has said the exchange will 
"facilitate" the repat nation of all 
prisoners. 


US not committed to Gulf peace: Iran 


Khomeini wants to 


build a 20-million-man army 


NICOSIA. Nov 25, (Agencies): 
Iran’s spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini has said Iran should 
build a 20-million-man army to 
defeat plots of the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 

“Whether in war or in peace, it 
would be the height of folly to 
think that world-gobblers, 
especially America and the 
Soviet Union, have given up on 
us and dear Islam,” he said in a 
message read on Tehran Radio. ' 

“I stress again that neglecting 
the task of building the 20- 
milli on-man army would lead to 
our falling into the trap of the 
two superpowers.” 


Khomeini’s message marked 
the anniversary of his order on 
the formation of Basij Mos- 
tazafan (mobilisation of the 
oppressed), a militia force which 
played an important role in early 
massive. Iranian offensive in the 
war against Iraq. 

“A country which has 20 
milli on men must have20 million 
arm-bearers," Khomeini said in 
his decree eight years ago. 

“Officials of the Islamic sys- 
tem will burn in God’s beU fire if 
they neglect you,” he addressed 
the basijis (volunteers) in his 
message. 

Iran's population is estimated 


at 50 million. 

The basij command said 
earlier this month the organisa- 
tion, which comes under orders 
of the Revolutionary Guards, 
sent four million of its members 
to the war fronts before a UN- 
mediated ceasefire ended fight- 
ing in August. 

It said 60,000 basijis died in 
action, half the total number of 
Iranians killed cm the front 

Sincere 

Iranian strongman Ali Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani told a 
prayer meeting in Tehran today 
ne doubted the US was sincere in 
its pledge to maintain security in 


the Gulf, and accused the 
Reagan administration of wron- 
gly portraying Iran as the coun- 
try seeking improved ties with 
Washington. 

“If you are really honest in 
your claims, why don’t you act 
against Iraq, which is openly 
impeding the peace talks (with 
Iran)?” Iran’s Islamic Republic 
News Agency quoted Rafsanjani 
assaying. 

Rafsanjani accused the 
Reagan administration or "try- 
ing to approach the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, for resumption 
of diplomatic ties and release of 
its hostages in Lebanon." 


But the Speaker of Parliament 
and acting military commander 
said he regretted the United 
States was “falsely portraying 
Iran as the party favouring the 
rapprochement."

Pretoria would ease restrictions

DALLAS, Nov 25. (Reuter): 
Researchers at the University of 
Texas southwest medical centre 
announced yesterday they have 
developed a drug capable of kill- 
ing cells infected by the AIDS 
virus while leaving healthy cells 
unaffected. 

The drug, which has yet to be 
proved in clinical trials on 
humans, uses a plant protein to 
attack only infected cells, the 
centre said in a statement. 

Dr Jonathan Uhr, chairman of 
the University of Texas 
microbiology department and 
one of the project's principal 
investigators, predicted that it 
will be a year before the drug, still 
in the test-tube stage, can be tes- 
ted on humans. 

Laboratory anim als cannot be 
used for AIDS drug testing 
because they do not develop the 
disease. 

Powerful 

Uhr said he expects the new 
drug would have fewer toxic side- 
effects than drugs currently 
available. 

“The other drugs being used to 
treat AIDS are all powerful phar- 
macological agents with high 
degrees of toxicity/' he said. 

"They enter the cell and 
prevent the virus from rep heat- 
ing. This (the new drug) works 
like a missile aimed only at the 
infected cells.” 

The findings are due to be 
published today in science 
magazine. 

Uhr said the new drug might 
also be used in conjunction with 
current AIDS treatments. “The 
synergistic effect of both drugs 
could be more powerful than 
either used individually,” be 
said. 

Meanwhile, the largest treat- 
ment study of AIDS patients yet 
made has found the drug AZT is 
effective in improving survival 
rates, a report published yester- 
day in Chicago said. 

After 44 weeks of treatment 
with AZT, the only drug thus far 
licensed by the US government 
to fight the deadly disease, 73 per 
cent of the 4,805 patients suffer- 
ing from AIDS survived, accord- 
ing to the report's author, Terri - 
Creagh-Kirk of Burroughs Well- 
come Co. 

The company is the manufac- 
turer of the drug now known as 
Zidovudine. 


Mandela moves 
gradually 
towards freedom 


Violence spreads to Armenia 


CAPE TOWN, Nov 25. 
(Reuter): Nelson Mandela is 
being gradually returned to 
freedom after 26 years in South 
African prisons, politicians and 
family friends said today. 

An announcement by Justice 
Minister Kobie Coetsee yester- 
day that Mandela would not go 
back to prison when he recovers 
from tuberculosis reinforced 
theories of a phased release for 
the 70-year-old black nationalist 
leader, they said. 

*‘I see it very clearly within that 
framework (of a phased 
release)," Dave Dalling, justice 
spokesman for the opposition 
liberal Progressive Federal 
Party, told Reuters. 

Dalling said the government 
had realised that its plans to 
negotiate a new constitution with 
black leaders would not succeed 
without Mandela's participa- 
tion. 

Prepare 

“The only alternative for the 
government is to release Man- 
dela. This is a way to prepare the 
ground.” he said. 

He said he believed the govern- 
ment would now try to woo 
Mandela into negotiations. 

Essa Moosa. a lawyer and 
friend of the Mandela family, 
said the move confirmed Man- 
dela would be freed in stages. 

Mandela, serving a life sen- 
tence for plotting to overthrow 
white rule, is a powerful symbol 
of opposition to apartheid and 
his release has been sought by 
governments worldwide. 

Black leaders like Zulu chief 
Mangosuthu Butfaelezi have 
refused to negotiate with 
Pretoria on ending apartheid 
unless the African National Con- 
gress (ANQ leader is freed. 

Coetsee said Pretoria would 
ease restrictions on Mandela and , 
grant freer access to his family 
when he was fit enough to leave 
the private Cape Town clinic , 
where he is being treated. 

“When the time arrives, he will 
be transferred to suitable, com- 
fortable and secure living accom- 
modation where he will be able to 
receive members of his family- 
more freely and on a continual 


basis," he said. 

Coetsee did not say where 
Mandela would be taken or if he 
would eventually be released. 

In Harare ANC President 
Oliver Tam bo demanded the hill 
release of Mandela, his close 
friend and colleague. 

“What we have been waiting 
for is his release to his family ana 
the whole country, so he is free to 
move around and meet people. 
We haven't got that yet/Tambo 
said. 

France welcomed the easing of 
restrictions on Mandela but 
Britain's anti-apartheid 
movement said it was not enough 
and called on the world to press 
for his release. 

Government officials say 
privately that releasing Mandela 
conld spark an explosion in 
South Africa’s black townships, 
where he has almost mythical 
status.

Floods devastate Thailand and Malaysia 


Rains trigger mudslides killing 227 


BANGKOK, Nov 25, (UPI): 
Rescue workers digging through 
mountain villages buried 'under 
tons oflogs and mud found more 
bodies today, raising the death 
toll from slides and flooding in 
Thailand and Malaysia to at 
least 227. 

Officials said widespread 
illegal logging that denuded hills 
above the stricken villages had 
worsened the tragedy. 

Thai officials said 200 people 
were killed and 194 missmg in 
Thailand's 12 southernmost 
provinces. In Malaysia, officials 
said the death toll rose to 27 
today, with some 47,000 people 
still huddling in evacuation cen- 
tres. 

Rainfall eased today after six 
days of torrential downpours,, 
but the people of southern 
Thailand an d neighbouring nor- 


thern Malaysia were still stunned 
fay the extent of the destruction. 

Malaysian Prime Minister 
Mahathir Mohamad, visiting 
victims of the floods, called the 
destruction “extraordinary — 
hitting areas which were not 
known to be flood-prone.” 

Many villages m low-lying 
areas were still under water in 
Malaysia, but the wont devasta- 
tion came in mountainous areas 
of southern Thailand. 

Col Bancbon ChavansiJ, 
spokesman for Thailand's south- 
ern-based Fourth Army, said 
waves of mud and logs, loosened 
by the ram, rushed down moun- 
tainsides in at least two places in 
Nakorn Srithnmmarat province, 
about 360 miles (580 km) south 
of Bangkok. 

Bancbon said 132 bodies had 
been recovered from the devas- 


tated mountain villages in Fhibul 
and Lansaka districts, and 131 of 
the injured were hospitalised. 
Hundreds more were feared 
buried under the mud, he said. 

“I don't know what the final 
death toll will be, but the 
must be very high,” Banc 
said in a telephone interview. 
“Bodies keep coming in all the 
time." 

He said more than 1,000 sol- 
diers were assisting civilian auth- 
orities in rescue operations.

“We have already sent out 
more 100 helicopter sorties 

to help them, but all we can do is 
drop food and medicine to 
them," he said.

>r all mentally retarded people 
who are married or plan to 
marry. The newspaper said die 
law orders mentally retarded 
women who became pregnant to 
have abortions. 

The state family planning 


commission said it was the first 
law of its kind in China. 

“Anyone responsible for all- 
owing mentally retarded people 
to give birth will be fined and 
subject to administrative disd- 
ptfne," the People’s Daily said. 
‘The mentally retarded lack 
productive capability and live on 
relief fonds and grain. Tbey are a 
great burden to society,'' the 
newspaper said. 


Slump in US 
arms sales 
abroad 

WASHINGTON, Nov 25, ( AP): 
Overseas sales by US arms man- 
ufacturers shrank significantly in 
fiscal 1987 despite a strong 
demand for weapons by Middle 
East countries, a new study con- 
cludes. 

The McDonnell Douglas 
Corp. was one of the few major 
defence contractors to buck the 
industry slump and managed to 
ncsiime the position of No. 1 
arms exporter with sales totalling 
$657 million, the study adds. 

“The value of contracts awar- 
ded to US defence contractors 
for military equipment and 
services earmarked for export 
abroad fell in fiscal year 1987 for 
the second year in a row, to $4.9 
billion — off 22 per cent from the 
1 986 level and a whopping 44 per 
cent below 1985," concludes the 
report. 

“The overall decline in foreign 
military sale awards led to a drop 
in the level of arms export busi- 
ness for 17 of the top 25 US aims 
exporting companies in 1987.” 
Decline 

The new study was performed 
by the Investor Responsibility 
Research Centre. 

The report covers the fiscal 
year that ended Sept 30, 1987. 

Centre officials attributed the 
steep dectine in US overseas sales 
to a small drop in overall demand 
coupled with an increase in com- 
petition. 


54 countries recognise 
new Palestinian state 


NICOSIA, Nov 25, (Agencies): 
■The Palestinian state has been 
recognised by at least 54 coun- 
tries since its declaration by PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat on Nov 
15. 

In Moscow, Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Gennady Gerasimov 
indicated yesterday that the 
Soviet Union had recognised the 
newly-proclaimed Palestinian 
state but stressed this was a 
political rather than juridical act., 

His comments, made in res- 
ponse to a question at a news 
conference, appeared intended 
to clarify the Soviet position after 
the Kremlin last week, merely 
said it recog nised “the proclama- 
tion SFa ratestuuansSET"*"""* 

“Our practice knows no 
precedents when a state wouktbe 
recognised while its territory was 
under foreign occupation and 
which has no government at the 
time of recognition," Gerasimov 
said. 

_^However, this cannot be aa. 
obstacle to recognising the state 
in principle, although it leaves its 
mark, on the recognition and the 
consequences," he added.

Syria, meanwhile, gave rare 
praise to Egypt, its arch-rival in 
the Arab world, for recognising 
thePatestinian state despite what 
Damascus catyed pressur e from 
Israel 

A senior government official 
said in Damascus that Syria, at 
loggerheads with Cairo for nine 
years, also approved of Egypt’s 
commitment to the joint Arab 
defence treaty, which links Arab 
states. 

King Hussein of. Jordan, 
preparing for a visit by Arafat, 
has predicted wanner ties bet- 
ween Jordan and the PLO. 

“Our ties with the PLO are 
dose. ^ and we expect them now 
to become closer, he said in an 
interview with the BBC Arabip 
service. 

He attadredlsrad for dismiss- 
ing the PNC move, to accept UN 
Resolutions 242 and 338.

A Lebanese newsletter has 
claimed that Arafat has called a 
moratorium on guerrilla attacks 
against Israel from Lebanon as 
part of efforts to promote the 
newly declared independent 
Palestinian state. 

The English-language Middle 
East Reporter said Arafat's 
mainstream Palestinian faction 
Fatah already has received 
orders to halt attacks against 
Israel by Lebanon-based 
guerrillas. 

The report quoted uniden- 
tified Palestinian sources as say- 
ing negotiations also were under- 
way with other PLO groups to 
abide by the moratorium. 

Bangladesh, which has recog- 
nised the Palestinian state pro- 
claimed, will accredit one of its 
ambassador in the Middle East 
to the new stale. Foreign Mini- 
ster Humayun Rasheed Cbowd- 
hurysaid. 

In a .press conference in- 
Dhaka, Chowdhuiy said a full 
ambassador would be posted in 
Jerusalem, as soon as Palestine is 
restored to the Palestinians as 
their homeland.

RIYADH, Nov 25, (KUNA): 
British Secretary of State for 
Defence George Younger has 
described the proclamation of 
the Palestinian mdependentsiate 
as a “very constructive step." 

He told a press conference he 
held here Thursday at the end of 
his official visit to Saudi Arabia 
that “we warmly welcome the 
Palestinian National Council's 
(PNC) announcement, and we 
hope the Israeli government will 
adopt a similar constructive step 
as quickly as possible.” 

The British official also 
expressed satisfaction over stop- 
page of the Iraqi-Iranian war and 
said he hopes the two countries 
will reach a lasting peace. 

Concern 

In his remarks which were 
carried by the Saudi Press 
Agency (SPA) Younger expres- 
sed his country's concern over 
the deteriorating situation in 
Lebanon. "We are for concilia- 
tion between various factions in 
Lebanon,” he said. 

He called for freeing all hos- 
tages currently held by waning 
groups in Lebanon but he denied 
that Britain was making deals in 


this connection. 

During his visit to Saudi 
Arabia, Younger, held talks with 
the Custodian of the two Holy 
Mosques King Fahd Bin Abdul 
Aziz, co-operation between the 
two countries. 

Younger also conferred with 
Second Deputy Premier and 
Defence and Civil Aviation Min- 
ister and the General Inspector 
Prince Sultan Bin Abdel Aziz. 
Fruitful 

He described his talks with the 
Saudi officials, as "very fruitful” 
and said they focused on the ”A1 
V ama mah Project," according 
to which Saudi Arabia is to pur- 
chase British arms worth two 
billion sterling pounds. 

Before his departure. Younger 
conveyed a message to Saudi 
monarch King Fahd Bin Abdul 
Aziz from British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher. The content 
of the message was not revealed. 

The British secretary of 
defence started his visit to 
Riyadh last Monday on the 
second leg of a tour which also 
included the United Arab 
Emirates where he discussed 
bilateral military co-operation.

Ethiopia reduces 
farm controls 


By Rory Charming 


ADDIS ABABA, (Reuter): 
Marxist Ethiopia, long plagued 
by drought and famine, has set 
out to wean itself off foreign food 
handouts. 

The policy-making Central 
Committee of the Workers Party 
ofEthiopia (WPE) this month set 
the nation the goal of growing 
enough grain to feed itself by 
1995. 

Western donors, whose aid 
will prove vital in meeting the 
challenge, are impressed by the 
authorities' resolve. 

"They mean it,” declared 
Benno Haffner, Lhe head of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity (EEC) delegation in Addis 
Ababa. 

"We have the impression here, 
not only the impression — the 
conviction, they'll stick with the 
reforms. There’s a lot at stake,” 
he told Reuters in a recent 
interview. 

Last December, after years of 
dialogue with the EEC and the 
World Bank which had tied 
future aid to changes in agricul- 
tural policy, the government 
announced modest farm reforms 
which give the free market a big- 
ger role. 

Reforms 


the prices that the AMC paid 
peasants for cereals generally 
averaged half or less of urban 
free market prices in the years 
1979/80 through 1982/83, prior 
to the great famine in 1984/85. 

Although prices paid to 
producers were artificially low, 
those which consumers in the 
towns and dries had to pay were 
unrealistically high, Moran 
noted. 

In one of the world's poorest 
countries, with per capita income 
of about $130, prospective 
traders must lodge up to 20,000 
birr ($10,000) as a deposit for a 
licence. 

Yet, Moran said, around 400 
new licences had been issued and

Wc-have it on good 
authority that there are now just 
11 checkpoints left in the coun- 
try,” noted Jim Moran, an EEC 
farm expert.

Satisfied with what Haffner 
called “moves in the right direc- 
tion,” the EEC this month final- 
ised a 100 million ECU ($125 
million) five-year aid package for 
Ethiopian fanning, on which 85 
peT cent of the country’s 47 
milli on people rely for a liveli- 
hood. 

“Our target is the small far- 
mer, thepeasant,” he declared. 

The world Bank last ‘month 
ann ounced an $85 milli on soft 
loan for Ethiopia, its first fund- 
ing for faming in the country in 
eight years. 

Resources in both cases will be 
used mainl y to provide fertiliser 
and other inputs, and conserva- 
tion programmes that include 
soil binding and reafforestation. 

Haffner expects the reforms 
could trigger the release of sub- 
stantial further funds from don- 
ors, including the African 
Development Bank and Eth- 
iopia's former colonial master 
Italy, bringing the total to $700 
million in coming years.

KOBE, Japan, (AP): Japan's 
criminal justice system is under 
fire for harsh treatment of sus- 
pected law breakers and rare 
acquittals of people brought to 
trial- 

justice Ministry figures show 
that 99.8 per cent of all defen- 
dants faring criminal charges are 
convicted, although not neces- 
sarily on all charges brought by 
theprosecation. 

From the prosecutors’ point of 
view, the high success level in the 
courts is a source of pride and is 
died as evidence of the efficiency 
of law enforcement in Japan. 

Confessions 

“Very few people are found 
innocent here because in our sys- 
tem we only try those we believe 
we can convict,” said a Justice 
Ministry official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

But the Japan Federation of 
Bar Associations, which groups 
the nation’s lawyers, has long 
argued that the conviction rate 
actually symbolizes a legal sys- 
tem so out of balance that it 
violates international human 
rights covenants.

Japan’s legal system under scrutiny 


In a statement on Nov 4, the 
bar federation argued: “There 
are several ways to interoret the 
(conviction) statistic, but the 
overemphasis on confessions, 
the violation of the rights of the 
accused and the restriction of the 
accused’s access to legal counsel 
can be suspected.” 

Speakers at a recent Bar 
Federation symposium in Kobe, 
western Japan, pointed to the 
post-arrest treatment of suspects 
not yet formally charged as a 
major source of human rights 
abuse. 

The treatment, they argue, 
includes physical and mental tor- 
ture, round-the-clock sur- 
veillance and inordinately long 
periods of interrogation. 

“When they were finished with 
me you couldn’t tell the top ofmy 
head from the side/' said 
Yoshnnitsu Umeda, who spent 
nearly 19 years in prison fin: a 
murder-robbery committed in 
1950. 

Umeda tokl the symposium 
that police led him through the 
confession, telling him what to

In February this year, a 
woman filed a suit against the 
government after she was forced 
to disrobe before policewomen 
and submit to a urine test while 
being detained for driving with- 
out a licence. 

Local police have defended the 
test, used to check for traces of 
illegal drug use, but the woman 
claimed the police had no right to 
test her simply because she was 
under their custody. 

“There is no assumption of 
innocence,” attorney Takashi 
Mikami said at the symposium. 
“Japanese judges find it easy to

Bush appointees 
are pragmatists

WASHINGTON, (AP): The 
emerging Bush administration 
includes prominent holdovers 
from Ronald Reagan's 
presidency, but with one clear 
and important difference: the 
new team is tilted far more 
toward pragmatists than 
ideologues. 

Bush filled three more key 
positions Monday and his 
choices were sure to set off cries 
of anguish from the right. 

Dick Thornburgh will remain 
attorney general and Lauro 
Cavazos will stay on as education 
secretary. Both men were late- 
comers to the Reagan adminis- 
tration and both replaced lead- 
ing ideologues, Edwin Meese in 
and William Bennett. 

The third Bush choice was 
Richard Darman to serve as 
director of the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget. 

“He’s put together an eastern 
establishment Republican 
administration.” said con- 
servative activist Richard 
Viguerie. “That’s discouraging. ”

High-profile jobs in the next 
administration are rapidly being 
filled, and only one Bush choice 
has drawn applause from con- 
servatives — Governor Sununu 
of New Hampshire who will 
serve as White House chief of 
staff. 

The voting machines had 
hardly stopped humming with 
Bush's 40-state election day vic- 
tory when the president-elect 
made the most obvious choice 
for his new administration — 
friend, adviser and campaign 
chairman James Baker III to suc- 
ceed George Shultz as secretary 
of state. 


During his tenure as White 
House chief of staff Baker earned 
a reputation as a quintessential 
pragmatist, a savvy insider who 
repeatedly gave low priority to 
the initiatives of the more 
ideological elements in the 
Reagan administration. Calls on 
Reagan to fire Baker were always 
sure applause lines at con- 
servative gatherings. 

Baker’s deputy was Darman. 

Friend 

Quick to follow the Baker 
selection was that of another old 
Bush friend and adviser, 
Nicholas Brady. He will remain 
treasury secretary. 

In fact, another characteristic 
of the Bush appointees is how 
many have long-standing ties to 
the presi dent-elect. 

When Ronald Reagan was fill- 
ing out his administration eight 
years ago, he was meeting many 
of the top officials for the first 
time. The same was true of 
Democrat Jimmy Carter in 1976. 

Not so with Bush. His 
relationships with the people he 
has appointed goes back many 
years. 

That should not be surprising, 
considering the years Bush has 
served in government and party 
posts. The long resume he 
touted during the presidential 
campaign put him in close con- 
tact with other up-and-coming 
Republicans. 

No one ever described Bush as 
an ideologue and, clearly, the 
people he feels most comfortable 
with are as pragmatic as he. 

It’s always tough to get the 
jump on a new president and 
name his cabinet for him. But so 
far there have been no big surpr- 
ises, no choices from other than 
the names subject to the most 
speculation. 


likes to portray himself as a 
statesman and Canada’s most 
competent leader, but he thrives 
on old-fashioned politicking.

HAMBURG, West Germany, 
(AP): In the garish apartments of 
what used to be the Eros-Centre 
cabaret and bordello, indigent 
immigrants from Eastern 
Europe trundle along the lull- 
ways in 

kerchiefs and worn leather caps. 

On Grose Freihdt, the renow- 
ned row of rowdy nightclubs that 
launched rode luminaries like the 
Beatles and Jimi Hendrix, bur- 
ned-out bulbs and faulty neon 
signs advertise ■ the creeping 
neglect that afflicts one of the 
world’s most famous red-light 
districts. 

Along this glitzy strand once 
dubbed “the most sinful mile in 
the world,” the dubs and pubs 
and peep-shows hanging on to 
life through a dwindling clientele 
furnished with tattered banquet- 
tes and wobbly tables and dark 
ened by windows smudged with 
ages of tobacco smoke. 

Beset by AIDS fears, unem- 
ployment and a booming X- 
rated video market, Hamburg’s 
famed Sankt Pauli district has 
fallen on the hardest times of its 
colourful 150-year history. 

Welcome 

In the early 19th century, the 
no-man’s land between the rival 
ports of Hamburg and Altona 
welcomed the boisterous sailors 
and riggers denied a place toplay 
in the fashionable city centres. 

But the image of outrage worn 
for years with pride has decayed 
leaving Sankt Pauli in much the 
same stage of decline as New 
York’s 42nd street and other 
en tertainment quarters past thdr 
prime. 

Today the traces of a long life 
of excess appear like wrinkles on 
a face that has not aged 
gracefully. 

Blinking coloured lights from 
the surviving sex shops and dis- 
cos illuminate the litter and 
r as the prostitutes 
in pastel-coloured ski- 
suits against the brisk November 
winds off the Elbe River.

draws off cigarettes or rip coffee 
from foam cups while surveying 
a motorized stream of both 
carousers and the curious. 

“In the last years, because of 
unemployment and AIDS and a 
general reduction in the money 
available for this land .of enter- 
tainment, Sankt Pauli has seen a 
pro gr essive decline and is unlik- 
ely to recover from it,” said Hans 
Dittrich, chief of the Davidwa- 
che police station that stands 
guard at Spiel budenplatz (Fun- 
house Square). 

In some ways Sankt Pauli's 
loss has been Hamburg's gain, as 
the departure of many pros- 
titutes and purveyors of por- 
nography has made way for 
more legitimate business and 
resulted in a decrease in assaults, 
murders and other serious 
crimes, Dittrich contends. 

“We still have 10 or 12 purse- 
snatchings or unarmed assaults 
each month, but the trend has 
been one of decline,” the police 
official told the Associated Press. 
“I would characterize Sankt 
Pauli now as one of the safer 
areas of the city. Tourists have no 
need to fear leaving their cars 
here and walking around for a 
look at what used to be unique.” 
Reputation 

The region's reputation now 
draws more gawkere than stalk- 
ers, a trend that frustrates the 
economy of Sankt Pauli while 
maintaining its bustling 
appearance by night. 

veterans of vice complain that 
the area with its famed Reeper- 
bahn strip survives today merely 
as a tounst attraction. 

“Why would a guy want to sit 
in a cabaret and have to pay 
hundreds of marks to dnnk 
champagne when Ik can rent the

German law adds to the econ- 
omic burdens ofbusiness owners 
in Sankt Pauli, as sales outlets 
nationwide must dose by 630 
pm on weekdays and can open 
for only a few hours on Saturday 


morning. 

Roepke’ s show has been hard- 
hit by the closure ofEros-Centre, 


one of the region's two hugest 
houses of prostitution. 

■ “There used to be 600 
around the comer, but now 
are only immigrants who have no 
money to spend on goods like 
these,” she lamented, gesturing 
toward the skimpy and arimmer- 
ing nightclothes adorning the 
walls. 

Eros-Centre owner .WUhefan 
Bartels told the magazine Der 
Spiegel when he shuttered the 
sprawling sex shop last year that 
“AIDS has finished off Sankt 
Pauli.” 

While the health threat has cut 
deeply into the volume of sex 
trade in the region, the economy 
has followed with a devastating 
finishing blow.

Pinochet becomes 
political outcast

SANTIAGO, (UPI): Gen. 

Augusto Pinochet, who is in a 
slow-motion fade-out from the 
Chilean presidency after losing a 
national plebesdte last month, 
has become a political outcast in 
the country he has run with an 
iron fist for 1 5 years.

Art world in grip of money fever again

THE astounding price, £13.7 
million, bid in New York for 
Pablo Picasso's blue-period 
“Maternitc” set a record for a 
20th-Century work of art. But 
it will not survive the month. 
For on November 28, another 
Picasso, “Harlequin", comes 
up at Christie’s in London. 

And this is a more interesting 
work by far. From a later 
period, when Picasso drew. ins- 
piration from Lhe circus, it was 
his first work taken up by a 
private collector, and was sub- 
sequently impounded by the 
Nazis on the grounds of its 
^dbcadenoe". 

It was not the painting's fas- 
cinating history that mad* a 
Christie’s man enthuse last 
week. “It may be the scale of all 
time" — but its potential, 
measured in noughts. 

For the international art 
world is gripped by a fever that 
translates in any language as 
“Never mind how it looks on 
the wall, how will it hang in the 
books?” 

At the start of this month a 
Christie's expert declared the 
“‘Harlequin" to be “the most 
exciting thing” since Van 
Gogh's “Irises” — so exciting, 
indeed, that it might “even 
make £10 million". 

Bold forecasting, if you look 
back at Picasso’s previous 
highest price, which was £3.6 
million. But how well he knew 
his marketplace was made clear 
within days when another- 
Picasso, “Birdcage", went for 
£8.6 minion. 

Predictions 

But then art room experts 
have had a solid year now of 
seeing their most darting 
predictions overtaken by the 
events they stage-manage. It is 
notlongsince Lord Gowrie, the 
chairman ' of Sotheby's, 
declared: “One day! shall wake 
up to find that a single painting 
has made £20 million’' — three 
times the existing record. 

Within days. Van Gogh's 
“Sunflowers” had changed 
hands for £24.75 million. And a- 
mere eight months later, while 
most ofthe world's richest peo- 
ple were stffl counting their los- 
ses from the great stock-market

crash, another Van Gogh, 
““Irises”, raised the ante to

It is now believed that the art 
boom was not a part of, but an 
alternative to, the scramble for 
stocks and shares: an escape - 
ladder from already-shaking 
towers of equity fortunes. 
Which explains, in the words of 
one frequenter of the great auc- 
tion rooms, why “there are new 
people about, a clique, a sort of 
glitterati ... there to be seen, 
certainly.... but also not afraid 
to bid." 

The greatest pieces go mostly 
to the unseen. The “Maternite” 
went to an .unnamed South 
American bidder (knowledgea- 
ble observers hint at the widow 
of an Argentinian cement 
millionaire). 

At the same New York sale 
other records were set for a 


Degas bronze, Bonnard, Sisley, 
Fantin-Latour and Vuillard — 
all to unknown private buyers. 

Another man’s explanation 
for Picasso’s part in the sale 
heat was: “I suspect the Japan- 
ese have discovered that Pablo 
didn't do pictures of old priests 
in robes. By this he meant that 
Japanese buyers, persistent 
players in the market at the 


highest level but notoriously 
uneasy with Old Masters and 
their Biblical references, had 
latched on to the cross-cultural 
worth of the great innovator. 

But it is far from being all 
about Picasso and Van Gogh. 
No painter of any style or any 
century seems excluded from 
the stampede. 

Jasper Johns, the living 
American, more than doubled 
his previous record price from 
£1 .8 million to £4 million in one 


day last week, and then to £10 
milion the next. 

Other artists — who, accord- 
ing to legend, ought to be starv- | 
ing in garrets — can look on 
prices commanded by their 
own art-form and not only 
marvel ... but hope. 

Which is good. Not neces- 
sarily quite so fine is the pres- 
sure on great collections to 
either sell or to at leastabandon 
all hope of fine-tuning collec- 
tions. Britain’s rattling collec- 
tion boxes anytime a work of 
art may be sold abroad are 
evidence of the frail hold of 
public ownership on the 
national heritage. 

Some private collectors are 
also being singed by the flames: 
painting are being brought 
under the hammer because 
owners who could afford Lhe 
purchase now cannot manage 
the insurance premium. 

Argue 

Many art critics argue per- 
suasively that, far from distort- 
ing values, these soaring bids 
actually create a proper dis- 
tance between the great and the 
mundane, even within the body 
of work of one man: that after 
sales where his indifferent pain- 
tings provoked indifference, it 
-is only these greatest works of 
Picasso that now achieve 
records. 

Even the Japanese buying 
-investments for the board 
rooms ““seem to be on a budget 
now, and are exercising greater 
discernment,” I was told. 

Very possibly. But shortly 
after describing the prices 
achieved in London last year as 
““obscene”, an American 
saleroom spokesman became 
markedly silent at the point 
where New York sales (£382 
million) finally overtook Lon- 
don (£327 million) for a year’s 
work with hammer and hype. 

And looking upon the scene 
as the next great masterpiece is 
offered for sale, scenting the 
mood of avid coveteousness 
among those bidding, it will be 
easily to wonder what some of 
those Old Masters would have 
made of the scene: El Greco, 
say, who sketched so

L-up on preservation ol 
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US experts fail to satisfy Middle East queries

AMERICAN manuscript 
preservation experts have 
expressed support for a 
proposed greater exchange of 
information and experts from 
the US and the Middle East. 

They were speaking on Wed- 
nesday on a Worldnet 
programme about preserving' 
Arabic and Islamic works of 
. art. The programme was made 
possible through a satellite 
i link-up between Washington 
1 and the Middle East. 

Martha Smith, one or the 
■experts, is the paper con- 
iservator of the Smithsonian 
Institution's Arthur M. Sadder 
Gallery exhibition of Arabic 
and the Islamic art work. She 
was accompanied by Scot 
Husby, a book-binding expert. * 
They were responding to 


questions by experts from 
Kuwait, Jordan, Tunisia and 
Bahrain. 

Kuwaiti participants were 


Wafa Al Sane of the Council of 
Arts, Culture and Letters, and 
Farid Abdal of Kuwait Mun- 
icipality. 

The more co-operation the 
better," said Smith. “It is a 
good idea to send people (Grom 
the US) over to demonstrate 
methods of preservation.’’ 
Impression 

But the general impression 
was that the two experts them- 
selves could benefitirom a visit 
to the Middle East. They 
appeared unfamili ar with the 
conditions and conservation

Many of the questions posed 
by the Arab experts remained 
unanswered or the answers 
offered were incomplete. When 
the two specialists failed to dis- 
cuss in any detail the methods 
and effect of fumigation on 
preservation of old manus- 
cripts, the programme 
moderator exclaimed: “But 
that's a very basic question. 
Where would one turn for an 


answer?"

The specialists also had little 
to say on deaddificalion of 
books, the preservation policy 
and the national preservation 
programme in the US. 

It was not clear whether the 
choice of American pannelists 
was wrong or whether they 
were just ill prepared for 
specific questions. 

Authority 

Husby was described in a lea- 
flet with his biographical data, 
as an authority on the preserva- 
tion of Islamic and Arabic 
books. But he was introduced 
in the programme as a book- 
binding expert and his answers 
were mainly based on his 
experience with Western 
books. There is certainly noth- 
ing in his biographical data to 
suggest that he is an expert on 
Is lami c books. However, the 
two specialists did offer some 


useful information. 

Husby said that minimum 
standards for manuscript 
preservation are safe storage 
and use. He said that manus- 
cripts should be stored in 
rooms with relatively constant 
temperature and humidity. The 
relative humidity should be 
about 50 per cent and the tem- 
perature should be about 18* 
Centigrade. 

Smith said the best way to 
store books is to place them in 
boxes which should be laid on 
shelves horizontally. She added 
that the preservation effort 
should focus on keeping a man- 
uscript looking the same as it is 
but it should be made stronger 
for use. 

Both experts agreed that the 
general awareness in the US of 
the need for preservation is 
growing, but added that funds 
are not easily available. 

Said Husby: ““There is more 
interest in conservation of 
library materials than there is , 
money to get the work done." I 


Value of holy relics under scrutiny

ROME, (AP): A tiny woman 
tossed in black and stooped 
: «th age dropped to her knees 
. wd gingerly began to crawl up 
be holy stairs, pausing at each 
IQ) to pray or to kiss a rosary 
ouched to where Christ’s 
^ood supposedly fell. 

• The stairs, located acorss the 
treet from Rome’s SL John 
'<&teran church, are among 
undreds of relics and ven- 
rated objects in Italy linked to 
xus or saints that have ins- 
ured the faithful for centuries. 

. But these relics have come 
ader new scrutiny in the 
ahan media since the Roman 
atholic church announced 
st month that scientists de ter- 
med the shroud ofTurin, per- 
ips the most famous of all, 
nnot be the burial cloth of 
irist. 

■There is no proof, only tiadi- 
n, to supprot claims themar- 
i steps once ascended to 
late's palace in occupied 
- rusalem and that Jesus, 
seding from Roman whips, 
ad on the stone. 

Still, the old woman's painful 
nb up the crowded strairs 
derscores that for many 
■man Catholics such objects 


are a cherished link and that the 
church can consider religious 
symbolism more important 
than questions of authenticity. 

“Relics are the means, the 
physical means of rediscover- 
ing or keeping in touch with the 
history of lhe faith," said Mon- 
signor Robert Sarno, an 
official with the Vatican's con- 
gregation for the causes of 
saints. 

“It is a means of strengthen- 
ing one's faith, which in essence 
is a closer relationship with 
God,” he said in a recent 
interview. 

After carbon- 14 tests 
showed medieval weavers 
made the cloth in the holy 
shroud, Italian newspapers 
quickly noted the same method 
could date fragments from the 
true Cross, thorns from Chr- 
ist’s crown or blood from 
Naples’ St. Janu&rius. 

The newspapers pointed out 
that about 70 sanctuaries 
around the world claim to have 
drops of milk from the Virgin's 
breast, innumerable others lay 
claim to fragments of the Cross 
or the hair , fingernails or tears 
of Jesus, that there are at least 
30 "genuine" nails from the 
Cross and several “genuine" 
veils of Veronica. 


Church officials say there 
will be no “witch hunt” for false 
relics, no purge of reliquaries 
similar to that of dubious saints 
dropped from the calendar dur- 
ing the reign of Pope Paul VI. 

However, Sarno says he sees 
no reason the church would not 
agree to such scientific tests on 
relics if the authenticity was 
seirously questioned. 

“We have to rid ourselves of 
theidea that thechurch is afraid 
of science. There can be no con- 
tradiction between faith and 
science. Faith and science both 
come from God," he said. 

Tests on the shroud, he said, 
demonstrate the church is not 
afraid of science. 

There were special pressures 
to test the sh round. The mys- 
terious origin of its faint, haun- 
ting image of a man who had 
been whipped, speared, 
crucified and crowned with 
thorns intrigued scientists and 

others outside the church. 

Although some revered it as 
the burial cloth of Jesus, the 
church never recognised it as a 
relic. it was considered 

a cherished object, one treated 
with respect because it could be 
jinke d to Christ 

Ca rdin al Anaslasio Balles- 
trero, who as archbishop of 


Turin is caretaker of the 
shroud, said last month he had 
no reason to doubt carbon-14 
tests that indicate the cloth was 
made between 1260 and 1390 
A.D. 

But he said the shroud 
remained a powerful symbol. 
Both Ballestrero and other 
church officials point out that 
the other scientists determined 
that the shroud was not the 
work of an artist. And since the 
- mystery of the creation of its 
image peris ts, church officials 
do not rule out it could still be 
the work of God. 

Emphasizes 

The point Ballestrero and 
others make over and over 
again is that the spiritual value 
to people like the devout old 
woman struggling on the stairs 
can outweigh historical ques- 
tions about objects such as the 
shroud, the stairs, fragments of 
the Cross and the myriads of 
saintly relics. 

Still, Sarno emphasizes that 
“there is a necessity" for his- 
torical verification of relics. 

“A relic is an authentic, 
verifiable piece ofhislory which 
has theological significance 
and spiritual meaning for the 
individual faithful,” he said.

UNITED NATIONS (AP): 
Earnings from the sale of UN 
postage stamps fell two-thirds 
in the 1980s, a problem the UN 
Postal Agency director blames 
on trying to sell to a vanishing 
generation of collectors. 

“Our base group of collec- 
tors started in the 1 50s and it is 
dying, to put it bluntly,” said 
UN Postal Administration 
head Giesela Grunewald. 

Stamp sales are also ham- 
pered by the agency’s reliance 
on political and social themes: 
“our subjects are much more 
political we cannot put out a 
puppy-dog or love stamp," she 
said. 

One of the UN's best-selling 
issues, the 1954 Human Rights 
Day stamp, illustrates the 
marketing challenge the agency 
faces. 

Disaster 

The human rights stamp 
probably did not achieve its 
popularity due Loris theme, but 
because it depicted a mother- 
and -chi Id scene reminiscent of 
the Madonna and infant Jesus, 
and was issued in early Decem- 
ber. just in lime for use on Chr- 
istmas cards. 

While most political stamps 
are simply less interesting to 
collectors, some political issn** 
repel them. 

In 1981, the General Assem- 
bly instructed the UN Postal 
Agency to issue a stamp pro- 
claiming "the inalienable rights' 
of the Palestinian people.” 


UN finds few takers 
for postage stamps 


“The Palestinian stamp was 
an absolute disaster for the UN 
postal administration, from 
which it has not recovered. 
Many of the stamp dealers in 
the United States are Jewish," 
said Michael Lawrence, the 
editor and publisher of Linn's 
Stamp News, the authoritative 
guide for collectors. 

“i think we answered 20,000 
letters on that issue,” said Mrs 
Grunewald. “There was a 
rumour that the UN was issu- 
ing a stamp to honour the PLO 
and that revenue from the 
stamp will be sent to Mr (Yas- 
ser) Arafat. It is very difficult to 
explain to the public the dif- 
ference between the PLO and 
the Palestinian People.” 

Income from UN stamp sales 
goes into the general UN bud- 
get, reducing the assessment 
member nations pay. It does 
not go to the cause or agency 
pictured on the stamp. 

UN stamp vary in their value 
to collectors — the 1 954 human 
rights stamp, which had a face 
valueof 3 cents, now sells for up 
to S9.50. A three-stamp block 
in 1955 that honoured the UN's 
I Oth anniversary had a face 
value of 1 5 cents now its value 
ranges from $190 to 320. 

A recent audit of all UN 
agencies noted that net income 
of the UN Postal Administra- 
tion declined from S13.S 


million in 1980 to $4.5 million 
in 1987, and criticised the 
agency for lacking a marketing 
plan and leaving two of three 
marketing director's posts 
vacant. 

Grunewald said a marketing 
plan will be in place by the end 
of the year. 

The agency has been unable 
to hire people to fill marketing 
posts under the UN’s general 
hiring freeze, but other 
employees have been perform- 
ing most of those duties, she 
said. 

“There is an inherent caich- 
22 (paradoxical) situation in 
trying to run a commercial 
enterprise in an organisation 
with bureaucratic restraints,” 
she said. “It's not something 
that comes as a surprise to any 
of us. although it’s sometimes 
very frustrating." 

The real crisis, she said, is 
that stamp collecting, the 
hobby that has brought tens of 
milli ons of dollars into the cof- 
fers of the cash-poor United 
Nations, is in decline world- 
wide. 

The late 1 970s saw a boom in 
all sorts of collectibles due to a 
high inflation rate that cooled 
in the 1980s. she said. Sales of 
stamps, coins, gold, antiques 
and other tangible goods 
peaked in 1980 and tapered off 


afterward. 

in addition, said Grunewald, 
the UN Postal Administration 
received an extra lift lhat year 
because it opened a new postal 
centre in Vienna, joining the 
New York and Geneva offices. 

The agency also began a 
series of flag stamps that year, 
and had other popular special 
issues that boosted sales in 
1980. 

A more ominous problem for 
the- UN Postal Agracy, said 
Grunewald, is that it is losing 
the elderly philatelists who 
began collecting the UN’s 
politically oriented stamps in 
the 1950s. 

Stump collectors generally 
start the hobby as children, 
drop out in their teens and take 
it up again in their late 20s or 
30s. 

''It is not easy for us to find 
collectors at the young age 
because of our topics,” which 
are strictly political, said Grun- 
ewald. Marketing surveys 
show political subjects are Lhe 
least favoured by collectors, 
while stamps featuring butter- 
flies and flowers are the most 
popular. 

''In all postal administra- 
tions. the question is 'how can 
we get 6.7. 8-year-olds toswitch 
off the video and go to stamp 
collecting?' ! have to tell you 
that 1 have not heard a convinc- 
ing strategy yet." she said. 

“Everybody in the trade and 
in the business who has chil- 
dren tells me (heir own children 
don't collect. My children don’t 
collect. They aren't interested,” 
said Grunewald. 


Penny Black sells for record price

AN UNIQUE Penny Black, 
probably the first posLage 
stamp to pass through the mail, 
entranced collectors at Phillips 
the auction house for a remark- 
able £71,500 in the UK recen- 
tly- 

Its claim to fame was that on 
May 2. 1840 it was sent from 
London to Morpeth, a full four 
days before the world's first 
adhesive stamps were author- 
ised for use. 

“Our guess is that the sender 
went to a Post Office on May 1. 
the day of issue, and said: “I've 
beard of these new stamps. 
Have you got any?* and later 
handed in^his--en\iek>pe-i<K*« 
clerk who hadn’tnoted "his- 


dates properly,” said Mr David 
Boyd, Phillips’ stamp expert. 

Some 169 million letters were 
posted in 1840 after Rowland 
Hill's reforms ended years of 
queueingisdismalcandelitpost 
offices to have letters hand- 
stamped as Paid. 

From those dawning days of 
the modem Postal Service 68 
million Id blacks survive, 
worth on average between $20 
and £80 according to condi- 
tion. 

What made the stamp even 
more unusual among so many 
was that its buyer oddly atta- 
ched it to a pro-paid envelope, 
turned inside out. 

This Mulready envelope 
(named after its designer, 
William- -Mulready) was- also 
introduced to. the public on

May 6, 1840 as part of the 
Rowland HiU reforms of the 
Post Office. 

It was received in Morpeth 
by a man who turned it back 
out and, helping himself to its 
free stamp, sent it on its way to 
Car lisle on May 4, once again in 
advance of its official day of 
issue. 

These extraordinary circum- 
stances led to fierce biddingand 
to the London dealer. Michael 
Chipperfietd, paying three 
times the estimated price. What 
Phillips called the letter's 
“minor crumpling" deterred 
no-one. 

Another penny black earned 
£30,800, six times expectation. 
This was attached to a letter 
mailed in the Post Office much- 
loved by collectors, Wotton-

The earliest used stamp, an 
1840 Penny Black which sold 
for £71,500. 

under-Edge, GIos, where the 
eccentric Postmaster derided to 
produce a cancellation stamp 
different from any in the king- 
dom. 

He took a file to the hand- 
some Maltese Cross stamp 
officially issued and cut shad- 
ing lines across it.

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Womack and Womack — 
making music from the heart

IN THE cuL-throal world of 
pop music, they are the most 
romantic couple. Two soulful 
stars who care more for each 
other than for any of the 
millions of dollars (hey have 
made. 

Womack and Womack are 
well known as music's most lov- 
ing husband and wife team, and 
what is more the only reason 
they became singing partners 
was because they wanted to be 
together all the time. 

Cecil Womack admits: “Los- 
ing Linda would be like losing 
an arm. We became partners 
because we could not bear to be 
apart. 

“It was the same for my mum 
and dad. They had been 
together since childhood and 
when he died a few years ago. 
mum was shattered. Seeing her 
grieve for dad was one of the 
saddest times of my life. 

“I knew Linda and I were 
compatible from the moment 
we met — she was nine and 1 
was thirteen years old. Some- 
thing about her really touched 
my heart and we have been 
married for 14 years now." 

Linda, the daughter of the 
legendary soul singer Sam 
Cooke, adds: “Cecil is the one 
true love of my life." 

But as well as being pop's 
most loving couple, the 
Womacks are fast becoming 
one of its busiest. Their new 
album Conscience looks all set 
to storm the charts just as their 
previous Love Wars did. 

The album is the result of a 
journey back to their roots. 
Cecil explains: “My grand- 
father Thomas worked in the 
coalmines of Bluefield, Vir- 
ginia, in the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains. 

“The miners used to sing in 
the mines. They sang about 
what they fell, about how hard 
they were working and how low 
the money was. 

“Soon my father and 12 
uncles joined him in the coal pit. 
They would sing together by 
day and at night they sang in 
their own gospel group. 


“My grandfather did nol 
stop singing when he stopped 
working. He organised his own 
gospel group and toured the 
region. 

“My father. Friendly 
Womack Sr, trained my four 
brothers and 1 to sing and we 
too joined the world of gospel 
music. I was singing in the 
group when I was just four 
years old. 

“We went out on the road 
every weekend from my child- 
hood to my teens. We worked 
with all kinds of people: 
Marvin Gaye, the Swan Silver- 
tones, Joe Hinton and the Spirit . 
of Memphis. Johnny Taylor. 
Solomon Burke, Della Reese. 
David Ruffin, Wilson Pickett, 
the Staple Singers. Lou Rawls 
and Aretha Franklin," 

Out of all the people Cecil 
shared the stage with, there was 
one who would have a bigger 
impact on his life than anyone 
else. It was Sam Cooke, the 
father of his beloved Linda. 


Cooke had long since left the 
world of gospel and become a 
huge singing star. But one day 
he got in touch with the 
Womacks and suggested they 
join him in Los Angeles. The 
five brothers drove to Califor- 
nia, where Cecil and Linda first 
set eyes on each other. 

I.inda remembers: “From 
the first time we met Cecil said 
he would marry me when I grew 
up. I didn' l believe him because 
he was already in a group, The 
Valentinos, and there was a 
queue of older, pretty girls wan- 
ting to met him. 

“I was just a kid, with no 
shape or anything, so I thought 
that be was just being polite. 
But as time went on I realised 
just how serious he was. 

“I think we were destined for 
each other because we got on so 
well. My parents trusted him 
and he was allowed to 
chaperone me around. Little, 
did they know they were 
actually encouraging the seeds

oflovetonxw." 

As Cecil began to earn a 
reputation as a top class 
musician, playing with such 
legendary names as Jimi Hen- 
drix, the Rolling Stones, the 
O’Jays and Stephanie Mills, 
Linda, then aged 14, was 
developing her own remarka- 
ble talent as a song-writer. 

She says: “I would practise 
the piano and sing behind 
dosed doors and write songs. 
One day I heard the Womack 
brothers discussing a forth- 
coming Wilson Pickett album 
and I offered Wilson one of my 
songs called I'm In Love." 

Pickett recorded the song, as 
did Aretha Franklin, and for 
both it went gold. Then Linda 
wrote A Woman’s Gotta Have 
It, and she did it again; the 
record went gold for James 
Taylor and Cedi’s brother 
Bobby Womack. 

In 1975 Cedi dedded he 
needed a rest after touring and. 
the bust-up of his marriage to 
Mary Wefls of the Supremes. 
He remembers: “I had been on 
the road and I dedded to go and 
see my parents for a rest Who 
should be there but Linda. 

“I couldn’t believe what a 
beautiful lady she had become. 
That night I said to her, ’Let’s 
go to Las Vegas and get 
married.” 

“She thought I was crazy and 
was reluctant to rush into any- 

in a few days time^Of course I 
didn't, and a few days later we 
were married." 

Since their wedding, it has 
been success all the way for 
Linda and Cedi. They spent 10 
years as successful songwriters, 
penning hits for the tikes of 
Millie Jackson and Teddy Pen- 
dergrass. Then in 1984 they 
released Love Wars. The album 
was hailed as the soul record of 
the year. 

After the Love Wars success, 
the couple were asked why they 
had chosen to stay in the back- 
ground for so long, to which 
Linda replied: “We wanted to 
take it slowly.

true love songs to write about 
the lives of entertainmentpeo- 
ple — most of them suffered 
tragedies.”

Swedish minister proposes sweeping tax reforms 


STOCKHOLM, Nov 25, (AP): 
Finance Minister Kjell-Olof 
Feldt today proposed sweeping 
tax reforms aime d at.closing loo- 
pholes that he said have made 
Sweden a tax haven for the rich 
instead of a society of equals. 

The proposal includes elimin- 
ation of the national income tax 
for 90 per cent of the taxpayers 
and reducing it for the remain- 
der; a five-fold increase in the 
capital gains tax; and changes in 
allowable deductions, Feldt told 
a news conference. 

Sweden's tax system has been 
developed over the past six 
decades with the purpose of 
creating a society that has neither 
poverty nor great wealth. But 


Feklt said the complexity of the 
system has allowed clever inves- 
tors to write off their tax debts 
through deductible interest 
repayments and other strategies. 

“Even though Sweden has 
higher tax than most other coun- 
tries, alotof people call Sweden a 
tax paradise because it is so easy 
to evade taxes,” he said. 

The outline of the tax reform 
programme is sketchy, and a 
commission was to draft legisla- 
tion by next summer for possible 
enactment by the spring of 1990, 

the f mawnw minister said. 

Feldt spent the past week mus- 
tering support for the reform 
from his Social Democratic. 
Party and from the LO, the 


Swedish Trade Union Con- 
federation, which is an umbrella 
group for most labour unions. 
The hacking of the unions and 
the ruling party would ensure 
passage through parliament. 

Prime Minister Ingvar Carls- 
son said the programme fulfilled 
his campaign pledge to lower 
taxes as the first step in a general 
reform. 

Carisson's Social Democrats, 
re-elected in September, have 
controlled the Swedish govern- 
ment for 50 of the last 56 years. 
The party is credited with 
fashionable a tax-financed social 
welfare system that has been a 
model for the Western world.

the plan had the conditional 
approval of his organisation, 
whose 2.3 million members com- 
pose one-fourth of the Swedish 
population. 

Feldt said the programme was 
designed to eliminate “rewards 
for people who take bank loans 
at the expense of those who save 
money.” Although the proposed 
raise of the capital gains tax from 
five per cent to about 30 percent 
would cut into interest earned in 
savings accounts, some of the 
deductions changes would also 
have severe effects on loan-tak- 
ers.

Turkey, Soviet Union solve gas problems 


ANKARA, Nov 25, (Reuter): 
Turkey has solved its problem 
with the Soviet Union over Ank- 
ara’s low purchases of natural 
gas and expects an increase in 
overall trade, a senior Foreign 
Ministry official said today. 

“There is great potential. We 
feel both sides can afford a much 
higher level of trade and econ- 
omic co-operation and it appears 
both sides will do so," toe official 
said. 

He was speaking after toe sign- 
ing of an economic protocol 
which Soviet Foreign Economic 
Relations Minister Konstantin 
Katuschev said had political as 
weD as economic importance. 

The Turkish official, who 
asked not to be named, told 
Reuters that Turkey had 
resolved its problems with toe 
Soviet Union over gas brought in 
a pipeline across toe Bulgarian 


to lessen dependence on toe 
Soviets,” said the official, refer- 
ring to planned natural gas pur- 
chases from Algeria and Libya. 

Turkey has agreed to cover 70 
per cent of the cost of natural gas 
with sales of goods to toe Soviet 
Union. “This has opened a 
second front (for trade)," toe 
official said. 

Support 

Two-way trade volume 
approached $500 million last 
year and Katuschev, quoted by 
the left-leaning daily Cum- 
huriycL, said he expected a 25 per 
cent increase in 1 988. 

“We will support moves by 
Turkish companies to set up fac- 


tories in the Soviet Union in 
fields including industry, leather, 
textiles, shoes and foodstuffs,” 
he said. 

In return, he was quoted as 
saying, Moscow wanted to set up 
power stations in Turkey rim on 
natural gas and otoerplants. 

The Turkish official said: 
“There are lots of untapped 
areas. For our part trade has 
been based on raw materials. I 
think we could sell the Soviets 
light and industrial goods ... we 
want balanced trade on the basis 
of mutual benefit”

OPEC on brink of output deal 


OSLO, Nov 25, (Reuter): The 
board of Saga Petroleum A/S. a 
key player in Norway's econ- 
omy, today rebuffed an attempt 
by France’s Total Oil Company

VIENNA, Nov 25, (Reuter): 
OPEC ministers predicted higher 
energy costs today, saying they 
had almost clinched an elusive 
accord to cut excess oil output. 
But final endorsement of the deal 
by one key organisation mem- 
ber, Iran, was still awaited. 

Oil prices jumped in Europe to 
their highest since mid-Septem- 
ber as traders bet that a complex 

of tails in^ Vienna, would be 
accepted by Tehran and would 
reunite OPEC after two years of 
disarray. 

Iran's difficulty is that the deal 
gives both it and erstwhile Gulf 
war foe Irag equal output 
quotas.

Gholamreza Aqazadeh has now

Deal 

Saudi Arabia's His ham Nazer 
said he thought the deal would be 
signed. And Iraq's Issam Abdul 
Rahim A1 Chalabi was in 
buoyant mood, predicting a 
sharp rise in petroleum prices to 


SI 8 a barrel and telling reporters 
he thought the proposals on the 
table were acceptable to all 13 
members of OPEC. 

“This is the end of too many 
difficult moments, too many dif- 
ficult issues that had been left 
unsettled," he said. “I expect the 
market will move very favoura- 
bly” 

Mike Rothman, oil analyst 
with Merrill Lynch, said it could 
signal the start of a new phase in 
OPECs 28-year history. 

He said that if the deal is put in 
place “OPEC will be able to 
focus on oil matters rather than 
the political complexities of the 
Gulf war which plagued 
decision-making for the past 
eight years.” 

Talks 

While Iran's Aqazadeh flew 
out of Vienna to consult his 
cabinet, the 1 2 other ministers of 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries postponed 
a plenary session of their talks 
until tomorrow. 

But some- delegates do not 
expect to be in a position to sign 
until Sunday. Assuming, that is, 
Tehran accepts. 

Aqazadeh told Reuters as he 


left his Vienna hotel this morn- 
ing: “Maybe I wfll come back on 
Sunday.” 

The package would slash 
current out put by about 20 per 
cent to 1 8.5 million barrels a day 
for six months from Jan 1 while 
assigning Iraq and Iran equal 
quotas of 2 M million barrels 
each. 

The talk* in Vienna were bog- 
ged down for eight days over the 
Iraq-Iran quota issue, with 
Aqazadeh at one stage telling 
reporters: “I will never concede 
to parity.”

Analysts said the proposed 
deal may on the face of it require 
Iran to concede the principle of 


parity with Iraq, but itcould also 
be construed as an economic and 
political victory.

— It will force Iraq to cut back 
production by about 50,000 
barrels from current levels and 
block Iraqi plans to raise output 
to four million barrels per day.

Meanwhile, Kuwait's oil mini- 
ster warned yesterday that 
OPECs failure to agree on ofl 
production levels could lead to a 
total collapse in prices and deal a 
severe blow to the organisation. 

In a telephone interview with 
the Beirut-based conservative 
daily AJ Anwar, Sheikh Ali A1 
Khalifa said: “OPEC should 
come out with an agreement. If it 
does not, prices will collapse 
more than they already have and 
OPEC will collapse with them.” 

Seven days of closed-door bar- 
gaining among the ministers of 
the Or ganisa tion of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
have so far yielded no agreement 
on a new output ceiling.

ITALIAN Ambassador to 
Kuwait Ludo Forattim has wel- 
comed a recent Kuwait Stock 
Exchange decision to list foreign 
companies as part of plans to 
help economic recovery. 

“This is an encouraging move, 
reflecting the (Kuwait) govern- 
ment's far-sighted financial and 
economic policies,” said Forat- 
tini. 

After British Petroleum recen- 
tly asked Kuwait to cut down its 
shares to 9.5 per cent, there has 
been an increasing tendency to 
review the investment policy, 
according to sources. One alter- 
native is to encourage foreign 
companies partidpation in the 
local stock exchange. 

Vital 

The Kuwait Stock Exchange is 
expected to become a vital invest- 
ment centre in the Arab world. 
The Bahrain Stock Exchange 
and the Gulf Organisation for 
Industrial Consulting, based in 
Doha, are also trying to attract 
industrial investors. 

The idea, it seems, is to stem 
outflow of finance and boost 
inflow of capital. 

The Italian envoy believes that 
“more free trade zones” would 
encourage economic recovery 
and give an impetus to further 
commercial ties. 


But foreign companies are 
waiting for a “clearer pan- 
orama” of the region’s economy 
after the ceasefire in the Gulf 
war, the envoy said.

Forattini said Italy is planning 
to hold a “roundtable on invest- 
ments” sometime next year. 

“We want to increase mutual 
knowledge about our respective 
markets,” he said.

Italy, the fifth largest exporter 
to Kuwait, is hoping to offer 
expertise to maintain the 
facilities in the oil, desalination 
and power sectors. Tomorrow, 
the technological seminar on 
“Italian Plant Maintenance 
Proposals” will be held in 
Kuwait. Experts from three lead- 
ing Italian companies will give 
talks on how to maintain the 
infrastructure and facilities in 
these vital sectors. The seminar 
will be attended by invitees from 
Kuwait. Bahrain and Qatar. 

“This is not an initiative purely 
to project our image, but we 
would like to contribute our 
expertise to industrial mainten- 
ance,” he said. 

Exports 

In 1987 Italy was the fifth 
largest exporter to Kuwait after 
Japan, the US, West Germany 
ana the UK. Italian exports were 
valued at 389. 1 billion lira (KD. 
one = 5000 lira) with a market 
share of 6.1 per cent- In the first 
quarter this year, Italy exported 
goods worth 126.2 billion lira. 

Italy exports gold, silver, 
platinum, machinery, furniture, 
shoes, marbles, building 
materials, garments, sanitary- 
wares, bathroom fittings and 
leisure boats. 


GCC trade 
ministers 
to meet 

RIYADH, Nov 25, (OPECNA): 
Trade ministers of the six-mem- 
ber Gulf Co-operation Council 
(GCC) arc to meet tomorrow in 
Bahrain. 

The 12th meeting of the coun- 
cil's Trade Co-operation Com- 
mittee is scheduled to discuss, 
among other topics, a GCC Gen- 
eral Secretariat report on regula- 
tions governing trade agencies. 

In addition, the ministers — 
from Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar, the United Arab 
Emirates, B ahrain and O man — 
will look at the establishment of a 
trade arbitration centre for set- 
tling any disputes arising among 
member countries. 

On Sunday, the trade mini- 
sters wfll attend a meeting of the 
GCC standards organisation 
which will review new standards 
and specifications and the 
annual report of its secretary 
general.

Kuwaiti exports to 
Italy reached ( 242 billion liras. 

Italy's foreign trade record has 
also improved over the last year. 
Despite a deficit in trade balance, 
there was a surplus in the balance 
of payments. 


TAIPEL Nov 25, (Reuter): 
Taiwan is converting its moun- 
tain of hard cash bto gold and is 
soon likely to overtake Japan as 
the world's largest buyer of the 
metal, bullion dealers say. 

Businessmen are following 
their Chinese instincts for safe 
investments by buying gold and 
hiding it at home. 

The government, anxious to 
diversify foreign exchange hold- 
ings of $73 billion and cut a trade 
surplus, has been flying in plane- 
loads of the precious metal and 
stashing it in vaults. 

“Taiwan has caught gold 
fever,” said a dealer with one of 
the island's largest bullion 
houses. 

Coins 

Taiwan imported about 311 
tonnes of gold bars and coins 
worth about 54.55 billion in the 
first 10 months of 1988 against 
only 40 tonnes a year earlier, 
according to Finance Ministry 
figures. 

Dealers estimate legal imports 
this year will reach between 330 
and 340 tonnes, about 60 percent 
bought by the Central Bank. 
They say up to 160 tonnes more 
will be smuggled in. 

By comparison, an executive 
at a Japanese bullion house in 
Taiwan predicted Japan would 
import 315 tonnes this year.

Private gold imports to 
Taiwan soared after the govern- 
ment abolished a five per cent 
sales tax ou gold trading in July. 

Gold has become an attractive 
alternative to property and 
stocks, previously the only 
worthwhile investments in 
Taiwan. Stock market jitters in 
recent months and soaring 
property prices are driving peo- 
ple to the metal, dealers said. 

“More and more people want 
to diversify their assets into gold 
after buying stocks and 
property.” said Pan Chih-Chi. 
an economics professor at Soo- 
chow University. 


The Central Bank started buy- 
ing huge quantities of gold laic 
last year but announced in July it 
would halt the purchases after 
Washington complained that 
this was an underhanded method 
of cutting Taipei's trade surplus. 

But gold accounts for only 
about eight per cent of Taiwan's 
foreign exchange reserves, which 
are the world's second largest 
after those of Japan. 

“Demand for gold here will 
rise, without a doubt.” said 
Thomas Yang, manager of 
Mocatta Hong Kong Limited, a 
unit of the London-based 
Mocatta and Goldsmid PLC.

It is this notion that preoc- 
cupies Penelope Lively in 
Moon Tiger and also m a 
previous novel Ac co rd in g to 
Mark. A biographer delving 
into the life of little-known 
writer Gilbert Strong, Mark 
researches his subject's letters, 
diaries and papers 
meticulously. He talks to peo- 
ple who knew Strong. Yet the 
more information he gathers, 
the less he feels he knows the 
man. Facts and opinions con- 
flict, unaccountable gaps in 
diaries confuse. To compound 
his problems, Mark finds his 
views distorted by falling 
headlong for Strong's 
granddaughter — innocent, 
open, with not the slightest 
interest in Strong. 

Penelope Lively admits this 
preoccupation. “I do find 
biography a very strange 
activity — the notion that there 
could be any single truth about 
a life. By extension, because 
history is about people, I am 
fascinated by the way in which 
there is no absolute interpreta- 
tion ofthe past. This is a central 
theme for a novelist. It is some- 
thing you are almost bound to 
think about, because in telling a 
story you are constantly select- 
ing evidence. Any novel is in 
itself an enormous lie, but even 
within the context of that lie 
you are presenting doctored 
and selected versions. The joy 
of it is that you are able to 
impose a pattern. What's exas- 
perating about life is that there 
is no pattern. . 

As someone who read His- 
tory at Oxford, Penelope Lively 
is all too aware of the difficul- 
ties of interpreting facts and 
following and accepting pat-

terns determined by fate. While 
she read history rather than 
English “because English was 
something I read anyway”, and 
prefers writing fiction to non- 
fiction, Lhe historian and novel- 
ist combine throughout her 
books. As a novelist she has the 
freedom to impose a pattern on 
events and characters lives: as a 
historian she is aware of how 
the past determines the future. 

Consequently, the events 
and characters in her novels are 
life-like and utterly plausible. 
Perfect Happiness, for instance, 
is a study of one woman's com- 
ing to terms with the death of 
her husband. Recovery, set- 
backs, loneliness, the comic 
moments are perceptively 
noted and memorably des- 
cribed. 

Penelope Lively's early 


books, however, were written 
not for adults but for children. 
While, like any good children's 
book, these stones are for 
readers of all ages, and while 
there is a historical element to 
many of them, the emphasis is - 
on the fantastic, magical and 
ghostly. 

In Astercote, the threat of the 
Black Death still haunts a small 
Cotsworld community 600 
years after it died oul On the 
theft of the one magical object 
believed to protect the villagers, 
two children find themselves in 
a race to restore it to its rightful 
( place before disaster strikes. 
Mystical dark forces from hun- 
dreds of years ago are released 
when Wdlie and Susie concoct a 
witches' brew in The Whisper- 
teg Knights and in The Ghost of 
Thomas Kempe, perhaps Pen- 


elope Lively's best-known 
book for children, youngJames 
finds himself in all kinds of 
trouble when he discovers the 
1 7th -century house in which he 
is living is also inhabited by a 
noisy ghost who wreaks havoc 
at every turn. 

It was for this last book that 
Penelope Lively won the Car- 
negie Medal in 1 973. Since then 
she has received the first 
National Book Award for 

Treasures of Tone and been 
shortlisted for the Booker prize 
twice — for The Road to Iidh- 
fkJd and According to Mark — 
before last year’s success. She 
has also acted as judge on an 
award's panel and looks on the 
subject m two ways. “I have 
reservations about books being 
treated as a spectator sport and 
certainly reservations about 
there being such a thing as a 
single best book — it's a 
ludicrous concept. 

“Given these reservations, 
however I think literary awards 
have undoubtedly done the 
most extraordinary thing over 
the last 10 years in bringing 
serious fiction to the attention 
of many more people than 
would otherwise have seen it.” 

As far as her own writing is 
concerned she is aware of exter- 
nal recognition. “It is alarming 
to know that you are looked at 
with great care and that very 
likely ths knives will be out too. 

I don't think that has any effect 
on the way Fm writing now. 
Self-criticism, however, does 
become more and more strin- 
gent.” 

Preparation for new books 
may take longer because of her 
self-critical eye, but the next 
novel is now with her publisher 
and she has started work on its 
successor. Penelope Lively 
writes for the love ofit — it is up 
to the reader to hope for the 
acclaim she deserves.

Glimpses of Hardy in old age 

The latest and last volume of Thomas Hardy's 
collected letters reveals a mind as alert and me- 
thodical as ever bnt inevitably there is a thinning 
out and slowing down in comparison with what has 
gone before.

IMAGES of Thomas Hardy in 
old age. The last great Vic- 
torian. A tough little bird. The 
bleakness of his second 
marriage. World fame. Domes- 
tic gloom- Young writers paying 
their respecL The Augustus 
John portrait — wrinkles, and 
ancient eyes, and hands on his 
lapels. 

Other portraits, too. Edward 
DrifTled in Cakes and Ale; Max 
Beerbohra’s parody poem 
about the memorable day in 
1923 when the Prince of Wales 
took lunch with the Hardys (“A 
little more chicken. Your Royal 
Highness?”) during a visit to 
Dorchester. 

And beyond all this, the gift 
still burning bright until almost 
the end. New collections of 
poems at the ages of 8 1 and 85, 
and a preface for one last collec- 
tion that began: “So far as 1 am 
aware, I happen to be the only 
English poet who has brought 
out a new volume of verseon nis 
.... birthday.” 

Hardy had hoped to fill in the 
blank with “88th”, but he died 
five months too soon, and the 
collection. Winter Words, had 
to be published posthumously. 
If it doesn't come up to his very 
highest standards, it nonethe- 
less contains some remarkably 
fine poems, and some funny 
ones, and ballads drawn from 
deep in thepast, and prophecies 
of nations preying on their 
neighbours, “tickled mad by 
some demonic force”, and a- 
drinking song that manages to 
work in Einstein and 
Relativity. 

Graphic 

The latest and last volume of 
Hardy’s collected letters covers 
the period in which most of the 
poems in Winter Words were 
written. It reveals a mind as 
alert and methodical as ever; 
but inevitably there is a thin- 
ning out and slowing down in 
comparison with what has gone 
before. 

The most graphic letter in the 


new volume revives an old 
obsession — the public execu- 
tion of a woman called Martha 
Browne, which Hardy witnes- 
sed in Dorchester when he was 
16(“jny only excuse being that 1 
was but a youth, & had to be in 
the town ai the time for other 
reasons”). Seventy years later, 
it still stands out fresh and 
clear “I remember what a fine 
figure she showed against the 
sky as she hung in the misty 
rain, and how the tight black 
silk gown set off her shape as 
she wheeled half-round and 
back.” 

None of the other letters 
cany quite the same charge. 
Many of them deal with publi- 
shing matters and local affairs. 
Others are the small change of 
elderly eminence. The Bishop 
ofSaltsbury is recommended to 
try honey as a cure for a bad 
throat; a copy ofThc Dynasts is 
despatched to a German 
professor who is writing a study 
of Lhe “Wessexromancn.” 

Then Lhere are the requests. 
Distinctly misguided requests, 
some of them. Leopold Amery 
wants him to write a poem for 
the Empire Marketing Board. 
A schoolmaster who is trying to 
put together a collection of his 
own verse has no compunction 
about asking him to write an 
introduction. 

Presentation copies from 
established authors are a rather 
different matter. Even here, 
you wonder whether Hardy at 
87 really felt he had time for 
new novels from Upton Sin- 
clair or St John Ervine. But the 
books kept coining anyway. 
The World of William Cltssold 
from H.G. Wells. The Silver 
Spoon from Galsworthy. 
Books from Marie Slopes and 
Philip GuedaDa and Edna St 
Vincent Millay. 

How much Hardy read of all 
this he is usually careful not to 
make clear. But sometimes he 
throws out a few interesting 
remarks — acknowledging J. 
B. Priestly’s study of Meredith 
for instance; and one is struck 
here as elsewhere, by his polite-

ness and promptness 
He kept going until the last 
month or so. (His very last let- 
ter, to Edmund Gosse. con- 
cludes with a scrap of news 
about Middleton Murry, for 
whom he had been helping to 
raise financial assistance.) 
Sometimes he sounds like a 
voice from an utterly remote 
world. But there are also letters 
to such unHardycsque charac- 
ters as Harold Laski, and 
references to the BBC, and a 
reminder from the editors that 
a few of the letters are still in the 
hands ol' their original 
recipients. 

Along with the correspon- 
dence of 1926 and 1927, this 
volume contains a considerable 
number of earlier letters that 
showed up too late to be 
included in previous volumes. 
Most of them are fairly routine. 
But there are a few nice touches 
of Hardy humour, and a fine 
gloomy disquisition sent to J. 
Meade Faikrter. the author of 
Moonfleet, about pessimism 
and Ecclesiastes and “the 
apparent undesirableness of 
the universe.” 

Editing 

The editing is exemplary 
throughout, and there is a good 
deal of pleasure to be had from 
the footnotes. My favourite 
concerns one of Hardy’s more 
obscure correspondents who 
took his degree at Cambridge in 
1875, “and seems to have led 
thereafter a retired life” — he 
lived until 1937 — “devoted 
largely to yachting, reading and ■ 
higher mathematics." An 
undesirable universe, perhaps, 
but not the least desirable of 
existences.

In 1946 Agnelli heeded the 
words of his grandfather who 
had told him to “have a fling for 
a few years and get it out of your 
system”. So, following 20 years 
of sybaritic existence, Agnelli 
assumed his rightful place as 
head ofthe family firm in 1966. 

What is dear in Alan Fried- 
man's book, Agnelli and the 
Network of Italian Power, is 
that Agnelli had very Kttle idea 
of how to run Fiat. Two 
decades spent in the 
playgrounds of the world was 
probably not the best schooling 
for a would-be industrialist- In 
time the company was to run up 
huge losses. To his credit, 
Agnelli called in a series of com- 
pany doctors, realising that 
whiie he had great political and 
financial influence, he lacked 
any sort of managerial skill. 
Carlo de Benedetti (now boss of 
Olivetti) was recruited to run 
the company in the mid-70s, 
but the two men had differing 
styles: De Benedetti lasted 
barely six months. 

The retraction and expan- 
sion within Fiat was overseen 
by a sinister presence called Dr 
Enrico Cuccia, the head oflta-

status In Italy 

ly’s only merchant bank, 
Mediobanca. Agnelli considers 
Cuccia to be a sort of papal 
figure and it was he who over- 
saw the 1 976 purchase of a large 
quantity of Fiat stock by 
Libya’s Colonel Gadaffi. 
Gadaffi remained a share- 
holder for 1 0 years and was able 
to walk away in 1986 with a $2. 7 
billion cash profit. 

Friedman's revelations run 
thick and fast and he constructs 
a brave and fascinating story 
that avoids melodrama ana 
documents well the industrial, 
political and financial founda- 
tions of modern Italy. 
Examined here for the first time 
is the sale, by a Fiat subsidiary. 


MISAR, of anti-personnel 
scatter mines to the Argentin- 
ians during the Falkland® con- 
flict and the more ominous 
question of Fiat’s trading with 
Middle-Eastern and East-Bloc 
countries. 

It is clear that Agnelli's grip 
on the fabricof Italian society is 
now so great that there is very 
little that can or will be done. 
Perhaps it is because Italians 
see things in a different light 
that he is allowed to operate in 
the way he does. Friedman dies 
the case of Ivan Boesky and 
says that Italians would have 
seen Boesky's capers as being 
totally normal-Lhe only crime is 
being caught. 

Here lies the crux of Fried- 
man's argument; he believes 
Agnelli has been elevated to a 
demigod status and it is proba- 
bly too much to expect any sig- 
nificant change in the network 
of Italian power because the 
commercial and political 
machinations have been taking 
place for centuries. Friedman is 
probably right, but I doubt very 
much if Agnelli will thank him 
for pointing it out to his ador- 
ing public.

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PARIS, (Reuter): Twelve years 
after Roots sent him to the top 
of the best-selling charts, Alex 
Haky is back on the book- 
stands with a novel he admits 
would have fitted into one 
chapter of his 1976 epic on 
negro slavery. 

A Different Kind of Christ- 
mas, to be published in the 
United States next month, 
returns to the subject of slavery 
but the 67-year-old Haley, in an 
interview, refused to be 
categorised as a man with a 
mission. 

“Don't label me as a writer 
with a message. I'm no mes- 
sage-writer. 1 would say this isa 
piece of American history. I 
don't ever sit down and think 
Pm going to try and convey a 
message. I’m looking for a 
story that might be gripping,” 
he said. 

Haley was in Paris to 
promote his novel, which was 
published herein French before 
the US launch. 

The book, written in four 
months as Haley sailed on a 
cargo steamer between Canada 
ana Belgium, is likely to surpr- 
ise readers who have come to 
see him as a champion of black 
rights around the world. 

For the hero of his book isa 
white man. 

Set in 1855, the short novel 
tells the tale of a young South-

enter born into a rich family 
and brought up to believe that 
blacks' natural position in Hfe is 
in slavery. 

His eyes are opened to their 
brutal repression by liberal 
Yankees at college in the North 
and by Quakers who introduce 
him to the Underground 
Railroad, a movement that 
smuggled slaves out of their 
penury in the Southern stales. 

The young man joins the 
Underground Railroad and is’ 
charged with organising a 
secret escape bid by slaves on 
his family’s plantation in North 
Carolina. 

“This young white fellow is 
symbolic ofthe whites who hel- 
ped the Underground 
Railroad... there were hun- 
dreds like him," said Haley, 
who now lives in Knoxville, 
Tennessee after spending nine 
years in Hollywood. 

Separated from his wife, 
Haley lives alone, shuttling bet- 
ween a farm in Tennessee and 
his city flat in Knoxville. 

A Different Kind of Christ- 
mas mil be published in the 
United States just as a new 
television series based on Roots 
launches on network television. 

“My publisher called me and 


said could I write a book to 
coincide with the television 
series, so 1 look to the sea and 
wrote it in four months,” he 
said. 

Haley, who was in the US 
Coast Guard before Roots shot 
him to fame, said he had always 
preferred to write on ships, and 
hitched a ride on a freighter 
from Montreal to Antwerp and 
back to write his new work. 

“After Roots, writinga book 
in a few months was great f un,” 
he said. “1 did not need to 
research as I had it all in my 
head from Roots.” 

Haley acknowledges the 
subject matter is the only thing 
his latest novel, at 200 pages, 
has in common with his first 
epic, but said he was working 
on another blockbuster. 

“This book is the opposite of 
Roots. For Roots I did months 
and months of research and it 
ranged over the whole issue of 
slavery. This book takes one 
small aspect of the same issue 
and develops it." 

He said the Underground 
Railroad was well documented 
in the United Slates but was 
almost unheard of in the rest of 
the world, like many other 
details of the struggle to end 


slavery. 

“Men and women of the 
railroad were amazing heroes. 
Many of them died brutally 
when they were caught smug- 
gling slaves out of the South,” 
he said. Hie book also pays 
tribute to the role played by 
Quakers in showing the evils of 
slavery. 

Haley's next project is Hen- 
ning, a loosely autobiogra- 
phical work be said was atom 
the same length as Roots, based 
on life in his hometown of Hen- 
ning, Tennessee. 

He said he hoped the work 
would dismiss the stereotyped 
idea that he could only write 
about slavery, although he ack- 
nowledged Roots had given 
him fame and money. 

But Haley agreed Roots had 
turned him into “some land of 
world spokesman on slavery” 
and that the main reason he had 
not written for 12 years was 
‘that his time was taken up with 
speaking engagements around 
the world. 

“1 seem to spend most of my 
life these days getting on and off 
planes,” he said. 

Haley said his travelling 
showed him there was little to 
differentiate between the lot of 
blacks in the United States and 
those around the world. 

One statistic that depressed 
him. however, was that among 
college-age blacks in the United 
States, more were in prison 
than in college.

Alar med T>y the letter’s 
angui shed tone, Sartre sugges- 
ted a rendezvous. From then 
the two met every Tuesday, for 
breakfast at a Parisian cafe. She 

was 26 and he was 56. 

For Siegel these meetings 
were almost a form of therapy, 
as Sartre bullied her to come to 
terms with her Jewish child- 
hood in Nazi-occupied France, 


her obsessive fears of betrayal 
and desertion, and face the 
future. 

“It was Sartre who gave me 
the joy of living again. Thanks 
to him, I remade myself,” says 
Siegel in her gravely voice. 

One ofthe hardest things for 
her to accept was Sartre’s 
stipulation that their relation- 
ship should be kept secret from 
the other woman in his life. As 
the most recent addition to his 
cude of female friends, Sartre 
said, it was only fair she should 
take fifth place. 

“Only Castor (Sartre’s nick- 
name for De Beauvoir) knew 
about me. Castor was the only 
one of Sartre’s women be never 
lied to,” she says. 

Sartre's insistence on secrecy 
at first appears puzzling given 
the fact that their relationship 
was avowedly not a sexual, one. 
But Sartre, she believes, derived 
a certain mischievous fun keep- 
ing their friendship secret. __ 

“It was a sort of game, it’s 
true — he found it amusing, he 

liked iL But above all else he did 

it because be wanted to have a 


quiet life,” she explains. 

“Once you started seeing 
Sartre, you wanted to spend all 
your time with him. He had 
several women in his life and if 
he had told the others he was 
seeing me they would all have 
wanted to see even more of 
him.” 

Sartre dedded to come out 
into the open with their 
relationship in 1970 because he 
needed to use Siegel as a 
secretary and organiser for his 
political meetings with the 
Maoist 'Gauche Prole tarienne' 
group. 

But even then, when Siegel 
met Sartre's other women 
friends she had to becareful not 
to let slip any comment that 
would reveal she had known 
Sartre for 10 years. 

For Siegel, who admits she 
has a possessive character, their 
friendship was a constant 
struggle to control the jealousy 
she felt towards them. 

Despite his philosophical 
preoccupation with death, Sar- 
tre faced his own demise with 
equanimity, Siegel says.

BOWEL BLOCKAGE POSES 
MEDICAL EMERGENCY 


QUESTION: A few weeks ago, I lost a 
sister. The doctor said she bad a dead bowel. 
Please tell me what this is and what causes it. 

ANSWER: Although there is not m uch to 
go in in your letter, I selected it for two 
reasons. The first is to underline the impor- 
tance of obtaining explanations that you 
can understand from your physician. 

All of us are just a bit embarrassed when 
we use some word or phrase that is not 
readily understood. Without a clear, simple 
description of the medical situation, we can 
be left confused and frustrated, and more 
important, incapable of using this impor- 
tant information in our own health care. 

I’m not stall sure that this explanation is 
correct in your sister's case, butit’s the best I 
can offer. I think your sister suffered from a 
blockage of the main artery that supplies 
blood and nourishment to the bowels or 
intestines. 

Its medical name is “superior mesenteric 
artery occlusion” and it is a true medical 
emergency. It starts with severe, unrelenting 
abdominal pain, accompanied by nausea 
and vomiting. It rapidly progresses into 
shock. In a very snort time, gangrene 


develops, followed by death. 

The only possible treatment is immediate 
surgery, but even then, the chances are very 
slim for a positive outcome. The disease is 
most common in the elderly and is a result of 
hardening of the arteries or atherosclerotic 
arterial disease. 

Sometimes this causes a condition called 
abdominal angina, and when that occurs, 
careful diagnosis using angiography (a 
special X-ray technique that can display the 
condition of blood vessels) can to made 
before the acute condition strikes. Then 
surgery can provide more help. 

With all this information, perhaps you 
can discuss what happened to your sister 
with tor doctor and find out what really 

happened. And please let me know if I came 
close to the diagnosis. 

QUESTION: After delivering our baby, 
my wife sank into a severe depression. I’m 
worried that the baby will be able to sense 
this. How impressionable are babies at this 
age? 

ANSWER: It’s possible for even very 
young babies to sense a mother’s postpar- 
tum depression. It is not clear, however. 


whether Lhere is any long-term effects from 
the negative moods. Studies have found that 
infants — even those who are 10 weeks and 
younger — respond to their mother’s emo- 
tions. 

When a mother looks telo a baby's eyes 
and speaks with loving, happy or joyful 
words and expressions, lhe infant usually 
responds with similar expression. 

When the mother expresses sadness, 
babies often turn away and become quiet. 
Many try to soothe themselves by sucking 
on something — a lip or a finger. The 
reaction to a mother’s anger is often tears on 
the part of the baby. Other babies may 
respond to anger by freezing and blank 
stare. Other babies may mimic the mother's 
anger. 

Until your wife comes through her 
depression, you should try to give her all the 
support you can and give your baby plenty 
of time, expressing love, happiness and 
positive feehngs. If this situation is prolon- 
ged, please seek some help from your 
physician as well.

Eddery to ride Moon Madness in Japan Cup 


Tony Bin and Tamamo Cross tipped to win 


TOKYO, Nov 25, (Reuter): Prix 
de 1’Arc de Triomphe winner 
Tony Bin and home-trained 
Tamamo Cross wifi be the horses 
to beat in Sunday's Japan Cup 
from a field to 14 today by the 
withdrawals of Sky Chase and 
Hours After. 

Thanks to his Arc victory last 
month, the five- year- old Italian- 
trained Tony Bin is drawing the 
most attention since legendary 
gelding John Henry competed in 
the second running of the annual 
Cup in 1982. 

This year about SI million 
awaits the winners of the turf 
race for three-year-olds and up 
over 2,400 metres (1-1/2 miles). 
The going at Tokyo racecourse is 
firm. 

“The horse's condition 
remained unchanged today. 
Tony Bin will run as he did in the 


prix," trainer Luigi Camici said 
today. 

“I think the pace may be fast 
all the way,” Camici added after 
watching Tony Bin’s morning 
work-out with West Germany’s 
best horse Kondor, a four-year- 
old colt. 

Local hope Tamamo Cross, 
also a four-year-old colt, was the 
fust thoroughbred to win both 


the prestigious spring and 
autumn Emperor's Cup races in 


the same year, two of eight 
straight victories going into Sun- 
day's race. 

Scratched 

Tamamo Cross’ Japanese 
jockey Katsumi Minai said he 
would not be setting the pace for 
the field, down from the original 
entry of 16 after French Derby 
winner Hours After and Aus- 
tralia’s Sky Chase were scrat- 


ched. 

Hours After had a leg injury 
and Sky Chase was suffering 
from a cold, offidalsof the Japan 
Racing Association said. 

Hours After was an outsider, 
but Sky Chase was seen as a 
serious contender after finishing 
second to American raider Salem 
Drive in the Fuji Stakes, run at 
the same course and regarded as 
a trial for the Cup, 12daysago. 

Of the other non-Japanese 
horses. Moon Madness and 
Shady Heights, both British- 
trained, are also drawing atten- 
tion. 

Moon Madness will be ridden 
by Britain’s top jockey. Pal 
Eddery of Ireland. Japan’s lead- 
ing rider, Masato Shibata, will be 
on four-year-old colt Shady 
Heights. 

The 1 986 English St Leger win- 


ner Moon Madness, a five-year- 
old horse, has the advantage of 
having run the same race Iasi 
year, finishing fifth to French 
winner Le Glorieux. 

Tony Bin and Moon Madness 
will be transferred to Japanese 
owners after the race. Both are 
scheduled to be retired to stud in 
Japan next year.
